Approach Balance 


For the same period of four 
months more than 16,000 Com- 
munist fighters are reported to 
have been killed in action with 
other thousands wounded, cap- 
tured or defected to South Viet 
Nam. 
U.S. officials 
estimate 
that Communist losses from all 
these sources totaled more than 
30,000 and that even with errors 
in all statistics, the Viet Cong 
and 
North 
Vietnamese 
total 
eains and total losses must be 
approaching a point of balance. 


They regard this as an impor- 
tant measure of progress be- 
cause a critical point in the war. 
from the administration view, is 
ex|jected to be reached when 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam- 
ese losses exceed their infiltia- 
tion and recruitment rate. 


Johnson administration lead- 
ers have hoped that such a point 
might be reached early next 
year. Some now wonder wheth- 
er it may develop more rapidly, j 
depending on both military and 
political developments in South 
Viet Nam.

In five days of fighting in the 
treacherous, sweltering jungles 
of South Viet Nam's 
central 
highlands, the men of the U.S. 
101st 
Airborne 
Division's 
1st 
Brigade took all the Commu- 
nists could give and gave back 
more and better. 


Westmoreland came into the 
hill 
country 
Sunday, 
as 
the 
fighting continued agacnst the 
entrenched 
North 
Vietnamese, 
to pay tribute to the "Scream- 
ing Eagles" cf the 101st. 


Speaking to the troops as tliey 
rested 
on 
jeeps, 
ammunition 
boxes or other makeshift plat- 
forms, 
Westmoreland 
told 
them: 


"This is difficult warfare here 
in Viet Nam, We must master it 
and prove to tlie enemy tliat he 
is second rate. You have done 
1 just that." 
i The men roared the.r motto 
"Always the Best." Westmore- 
land shouted back: "You took 
the words 
right 
out 
of 
my 
mouth." 


Westmoreland pinned the Sil- 
ver Star on Carpenter as an in- 
terim medal for the 29-yearold 
captain's heroism in calling a 
napalm strike on top of his com- 
pany's ix)sition. Only this dan- 


gerous move saved Carpenter 
and his men from being wiped 
out 
by 
a 
North 
Vietnamese 
force three tiimes their number. 


Carpenter, a hero on tlie grid- 
iron six years ago, has been 
recommended for the Medal of 
Honor, 
the 
nation's 
highest 
award for gallantry in action, 
for his herodsm on the battle- 
field.

BOMBAY (AP> — At least lOu 
Indians were feared killed today 
and 120 injured when two subur- 
ban trains jammed with com- 
muters crashed together in a 
Bombay suburb. 


Five haul's after the early 
morning coillision, railway cfM- 
cials announced 52 bodies had 
been counted and thei-e wei e 106 
injured so far. 


Traffic on tiie city's railways, 
which carr>' two million persons 
daily, 
was 
disrupted 
while 
doctors, 
ICremen 
and 
police 
struggled through the wreckage 
to rescue trapped 
commuters. 
Each train reportedly carried 
more than 1.500 passengers. 


Foremen used blowtorches to 
cut their way into twisted alu- 
minum coaches in which men, 
women and schoolchildren were 
trapped. 


Worst In India 


The accident w^as thought to 
be the worst in western India's 
rail history. It occurred near a 
grade crossing north of Matun- 
ga Station, nine miles from Vic- 
tca is Station in downtown Bom- 
bay-.

Airplane Crash Sets

hundred

fighters were in virtual hand-to-

ENID, Miss. <AP) — Teams 
of Negroes fan out from the 
Meredith 
march 
into 
cotton 
plantations today to push voter 
registration among Negro work- 
ers in the fields. 


"I'm sure we will meet with 
gome opposition in view of the 
publicity 
on 
the 
Meredith 
march," said Charles Horwitz, 
a white staff worker for the 
Mississippi 
Freedom 
Demo- 
cratic party. "But we will go 
an.vway." 


He said he expects opposition 
to be minor. 


The main body of marchers 
will be on U.S. 51 again with a 
goal of making 20 miles to Gre- 
nada by nightfall, the largest 
jump to date. 


March leaders are facing In- 
creasing 
difficulty in 
getting 
campsites. At Grenada, homes 
of Negroes will be open to the 
procession. 


Some evidence of what was 
thought to be Ku Klux Klan sur- 
veillance 
emerged 
Sunday. 
Some cars passing the march- 
ers bore little rosettes at the tip 
of their radio aerials and some 
people with walkie-talkie radios 
were in the area. 


One white teen-ager, on the 
dam overlooking the campsite 
pt the foot of the spillway, said: 
'We ought to get a crowd to- 
gether and rout them cut of 
there and burn those tents." 


The marchers still were 40 
miles from the start of the area 
considered Klan territory.

Romney Attacks 
Viet Nam Policy 


DETROIT iAP) — Michigan 
Gov. George Romney gradually 
is stepping up his attack on ad- 
ministration poJiicy in Viet Nam. 


n i e Republican governor re- 
fuses to discuss his 1968 presi- 
dential 
prospects 
but is 
in- 
creasingly diverging from Pres- 
ident 
Johnson on the 
foreign 
policy issue uppermost in most 
Americans' minds. 


In a panel interview Sunday, 
Ronruiey said getting into a land 
war in Asia was a mi.stake but 
that now, other elements of the 
war should be stei>pcd up "if 
the objective is to win." 


He appeai-od on CBS 
tele- 
vision's "Face TTie Nation." 


In early 1965, Romney gener- 
ally endorsed the 
administra- 
tion decision to bomb in North 
Viet Nam. 


Urges Bombing 


Now, he says, this bombing 
should include petroleum 
con- 
centrations in Haiphong becausc 
"it's si'ily to bomb petroleum 
trucks when we know 65 per cent 
of the fuel as concentrated 
in 
Hai'i^ong." 


At the same Ijme, however, 
the governor declared it is a 
mistake to be in South 
Vict 
Nam if the object is to contain 
China rather than only protect 
the people of South Viet Nam. 


"We really need to make up 


our minds as to what our ob- 
jectives are," said the governor. 
He observed, however, 
" N o w 
we can't withdraw without a loss 
of honor and other consequen- 
ces." 


He did not say liow a with- 
drawal shoukl be handled if a 
new South Vietnamese govern- 
ment rejects U.S. military help. 


Romney said tlie present land 
war leaves the initiative 
with 
the enemy and "ties our hands. 


"We made a mistake in godng 
in there by land. We are in a 
conflict over which we have no 
control of the magnitude." 


The first land commitments, 
he said, brought on the risk of 
war witli Red China and that 
risk would not be 
significantly 
increas€xl by heavier bombing of 
supply routes and storage 
fa- 
cilities. 


Sole JusUfication 


Romney continually has 
said 
that protection of tlie people of 
South Viet Nam is the sole jus- 
tification for the war, b u t Sun- 
day's comments were his strong- 
est yet about the land war. 


He also cxp<mded his attack 
on 
administiation 
information 
|X)licies, blaming witholding 
of 
facts and overly optimistic prc- 
dictiiMis for "a gradual deteriora- 
tion in the feeling of confidence 
about 
what 
t h e 
government 
says." 


The 
governor 
offers 
some- 
thing for both the hawks and 
dove.s: 


—FYr tho.se who would 
ex- 
pand the war, his call for more 
bombing provided the 
U.S. ob- 
jective is to win. 


—For the doves, hi.s declara- 
tion that containment of 
Red 
China IS no icaion for a land 
war in South Vict Nam. 


The whole d;scus.sajn is a big 
change from 1964, when Rom- 
ney refused to discu.ss national 
issues becausc he was 
cam- 
paigning for state office.

C H I C A G O 
(AP^-V.olcnt 
slicet fighting erupted in a pre- 
dominantly Puerto n can neigh- 
borhood on Chicago's North Side 
Sunday night after a jwliceman 
shot a Puerto Rican youth he 
said had threatened him with a 
gun. 


The 
stirging, 
ixx'k-throwing 
mobs numbered more than 1,- 
000, ix>lice said. 


The rioters tipped a police car 
on its side and burned i't. Anoth- 
er squad car was heavily dam- 
aged. 
Windshields 
of 
many 
more were broken by rocks and 
hurled pop bottles. Fire was 
started in another police car, 
but quickly extinguished. 


By midnight at least twx) doz- 
en persons had been injured and 
more than 30 jailed. 


Police were pelted witli rocks, 
lx>tt3es and debris as they tried 
to disperse the crowds in a 10- 
square-block area. 


Looting Reported 
Sporadic 
gunfire 
could 
be 
heard and lootàng was reported 
in several shops. 


Patrolman l^MNiìat Munyon, 
25, the officer who shot the 
youth, described the incident: 


"My partner and I went into 
this alley to break up a f i g h t . . 
This guy started to pull a gun 
from under his shirt and I shot 
him. There were atxnit 10 or 15 
persons in the alley. . . to my 
partner and I put the wounded 
man into a car and got out of 
there."

Entomologists Yet! 


Michigan State University has sent a researcher 
to the Upper Peninsula to help us. 


He’s poinj? to study our wood ticks. 
We know some woodsmen who have had a con­ 
siderable experience with the mites, but maybe tliis 
time there won’t be a suggestion that they know more 
than the scientists, the way the deer hunters have 
It with the game biologists.

The entomologist. Art Wells, sa.vs that some local 
lore about ticks is strictly for the trash bin. The popu­ 
lar idea, for instance, that you “unscrew” ticks to get 
them out of your hide is not mechanicallx’ nor physio- 
lojrically rijrht. Ticks aren’t corkscrews and you can no 
more unscrew one from your leg than unhinge, un­ 
leash or unpin one. 


And tlie application of hot needles to their rump 
to make them back out of your epidprmis isn’t help­ 
ful either, he insists. “Who.” said Wells “would back 
into a fire?” He credits ticks with more sense than 
that. In fact he credits ticks with quite a bit of sense, 
although the>' are flatliei^ded {Uid small-skulled. Woods- 
pnii don’t think they have much sense, “or thev 
wouldn’t be woodticks,” but applying this reasoning, 
a lot of us would be Rockefellers because those annuities 
are so handy.

The wood tick is a member of a large family— 
the same family that calls the spiders and mites cousins 
. . . saws Wells. Oui* common, plentiful and unpopular 
Upper Peninsula wood tick is the American Dog Tick 
and it has other relatives here which live on deer, 
snowshoe liares, horses. ix)rcupines and other animals. 
Cats don’t seem to tolerate the pests, but dogs are 
highlv vulneral)le and the most common carriers. 


Because of tourism and a very mobile population, 
even when it isn’t touring, the tick creates a new 
dimension of prevalence and problem hei-e. "Hiey are 
being circulated faster than they used to be when we 
didn’t have tourists running their dogs in the wilds, 
and tliev are now known to be possible carriers of the 
dreaded' Uockv Mountain Spotted Fever. There have 
l>een at least 7 cases in Michigan in recent years at­ 
tributed to American Dog Ticks.

Field mice and deer mice are the common hosts 
which provide the blood which permits Female ticks to 
lay thousands of eggs that create tliousands of little 
ticks which progi'ess up to the adult stage where they 
make life miserable for our woodsmen and sportsmen 
in the summer. 


Wells thinks that some birds feed on the ticks. 
He’s seen starlings feeding on wliat he thought were 
ticks. It’s the only good thing that we have ever heard 
alx)ut a starling and, if tnie. may change the image 
of this homely, pestiferous bird. Paul Challancin of 
the Conservation Department has done some research 
on a projected acetylene sheitpoke to eat wood ticks, 
but hasn’t created a prototype yet. 


So we just continue to live with the probleni. whil#' 
waiting for Art Wells to learn the wood ticks* .secret 
so we can exterminate them. Until then Michigan State 
University has a free pamphlet which helps witli con­ 
trol. It suggests such things as keoning the grass cut 
around your home and I’educing the mouse population 
so ticks can’t find a blood host.

The tick isn't an insect—insects have only three 
pairs of legs and ticks have four in adult form. The 
liedbug, wiiich some people think looks like a tick— 
perhaps because they’re both flat and unpleasant—is 
an insect. 


Ticks live only on blood and they have been known 
to live as long as three years withmjt a drink of it. 
It’s the sort of finding that suggests that maybe Art 
Wells sliould have a helper up here on the wood tick 
census, because we may run out of blood before we 
run out of ticks. 


Menominee County bears the dubious distinction of 
having reported the first wood ticks in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. They wej’e believed to have l)een brought in on 
sheep in a peiiod of experimentation with ranching on 
cutover lands, but their ap|)earance may have been only 
coincidental. W hatever the explanation they’re now 
found throughout tlie U.P., and somo places are “hot 
spots” for them and one of Wells’ obiectives will be 
to find why.

Revenue Department offlctals 
who collect the fund.s indicated 
that about 25 or 30 per cent of 
the cases had i>aying relatives 
before the law took effect.

Despite the drop, otficials said 
the coUectiwis probably would 
be just slightly lower than in­ 
come in prior years. Paying un­ 
der the old system ranged from 
about $5 per month to full care, 
with very few families paying 
the full amount. 


The number paying this year 
and the amount collected will 
likely both be less, lt’^’ still too 
early to tell. Legislative intent, 
regardless of cost, was that any 
payment plan should treat ail 
citizens the same.

Chinese Exhume 


Mass Grave 


SINGAPORE (AP) - A ma.ss 
grave believed to contain the 
remains of more than 2,000 per­ 
sons killed by Japaneise occupa­ 
tion forces during World War II 
is being exhumed on the east 
coast of Singapore Is'iind. 


So far the skulls and other 
remains of about 590 persons 
have been unearthed along with 
watches, spectacles and other 
personal articles, the newspaper 
Straits Times said. It gave this 
account: 


The Singapore Chinese Cham­ 
ber of Commerce opened the 
grave after a tip from a Chinese 
school principal who claims to 
be the only survivor of a mass 
killing by Japanese Feb, 23,

taken to the site of the grave

He noted that U.P. milk pro- i 
duction in the first four m onths 
of 1966 has been 7 to 11 per 
cent below 
last year. As of 
April 30, there were 45 few er 
dairy farm ers in the U.P. than 
there were on April 30, 1965. 
There are currently more than

m em ber 
dairy 
farm ers in the U.P., and they 
produce about 70 per cent of 
the federally regulated milk in 
the area — about seven to 10 
million pounds per month.
